Provincial clashes in Iran

TEHRAN, April 21 (AP) — 
Political violence in south and 
northwestern Iran killed at least 
10 persons and wounded 5S 
others during the past two days, 
the state radio reported Saturday. 

Roads leading to the north- 
western town of Naghdeh were 
blocked Saturday as fighting con- 
tinued after a Friday attack on a 
leftist party meeting by uniden- 
tified gunmen. 

Members of the leftist Kurdish 
Democratic Front Party were 
holding a rally before opening a 
new focal headquarters when car- 
loads of gunmen opened fire on 
- them, kffling at least 10 and 
. wounding more than 25, the state 

" An estimated four million 
autonomy-minded Kurds live in 
northwest Iran. They fought a 
. bloody secessionist battle in Kur- 
distan last month and called a 
cease-fire when a Kurd was 
appointed governor and they were 
given limited autonomy. 

In Abadan, key city in the 
southern, oil- rich Khuzestan pro- 
vince, at least 30 persons were 
injured Friday when supporters of 
. Iran’s religious leader. Ayatollah 
' Khomeini, attacked the local 
headquarters of the radical 
Fedayeen. 

Witnesses said a mob gathered 
outside the Fedayeen headquar- 


ters and demanded the guerrillas 
evacuate the building. They 
accused the Fedayeen of inciting 
student and worker unrest in 
Abadan and instigating strikes in 
the crucial oil industry. 

The Fedayeen fired into the air 
and the crowd stormed the build- 
ing, witnesses said. Revolutionary 
guardsmen arrested 40 guerrillas.

RIYADH, April 21 (SPA) — 
Prince Abdullah, second deputy 
premier and commander of the 
National Guard Saturday pre- 
dicted that the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty will not last and 
lashed out at news agencies 
spreading rumors about a split in 
the Kingdom's leadership. 

" The treaty meets none of the 
Arab aspirations necessary for 
peace in the Middle East," he 
said, and added that he is con- 
vinced that Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat will soon come to 
recognize this. 

“ The Fact that Egypt's mem- 
bership in various Arab organiza- 
tions has only been suspended and 
not revoked is just one indication 
that the Arabs are convinced that 
Egypt will return to the fold. ” 

The prince said. “ Those who 
are betting on our disunity in 
Saudi Arabia will be disillusioned. 

" God willing, we shall always 
remain as one man, one heart, in 
the service of the nation and hs 
decisive problems, under the 
leadership of King Khaled and 
Crown Prince Fahd,” he said. 

He added that the Egyptian- 
Israeli treaty will not accomplish 
any of the goals of the Arabs, and 


that Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin has , made 
interpretations of the treaty which 
show that Palestinians will never 
regain their rights. 

Prince Abdullah emphasized 
that the liberation of Jerusalem 
was the first goal of the Arabs, and 
that securing the rights of the 
Palestinians was the second. 

He said Palestinians have the 
right of self-determination, the 
right to return to their home, and 
the right to set up their own inde- 
pendent state. 

The Egyptian- Israeli treaty, he 
said, does not meet any of those 
goals. 

Begin’s statements on the Pales- 
tinian issue ever since the Camp 
David accords fully contradict 
President Sadat’s assertions that 
self-rule for the Palestinians will 
lead — after five years— to Pales- 
tinian statehood and the return of 
Arab Jerusalem, the prince said. 

He said Begin had been clear 
and unequivocal in Ins statements 
that he mil never allow the establ- 
ishment of a Palestinian state and 
that united Jerusalem will always 
remain Israels capital.

The militias proclaimed an 
.independent stale in their border 
enclave last Wednesday. They 
have been blocking the road from 
the southern Lebanese port of 
Tyre to U.N. headquarters at 
Naqoora on the Israeli border 
since last Sunday. 

The U.N. said the militias were 
allowing restricted access to 
Naqoura from the Israeli side of 
the border, and had allowed U.N.

De Schutter told “ Arab 
News" last week that one of the 
main points of interest in the dis- 
cussions would probably be the 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel.

MEXICO CITY, April 21 ( AP) 
— The deposed Shah of Iran is 
welcome in Mexico “as a viator" 
and has received official govern- 
ment assurances he can come here 
anytime, a top government source 
says. 

“The Shah officially asked foe 
government if it would be all right 
for him to come to this country" 
foe source, who asked not to be 
identified, said in a telephone 
interview Friday. 

“He was told Mexico is an open 
country and he would be welcome 
as a visitor," the source said. He 
declined to say whether viator 
status would entail any restrictions 
on foe Shah. 

Mexico approves 90-day tourist 
cards to most viators, but has 
strict laws for foreigners desiring 
to reside in the country. A visitor 
can only renew a tourist card by 
leaving and re-entering the coun- 
try. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion whether the Shah was seeking 
a special resident’s visa or whether 
die Mexican government was 
delaying approval of such a 
request The source said it was not 
known if or when the Shah might 
arrive. 

The Shahs sister owns a mas- 
sive house overlooking the Bay of 
Acapulco. The Iranian embassy in 
Mexico City said Princess Shams 
Pahlevi purchased the house 
nearly 18 months ago from Italian 
industrialist Bruno Paghai. 

The Shah was forced into exile 
Jan. 22 and traveled to Egypt as a 
guest of President Anwar Sadat 


He spent nearly eight weeks in 
Morocco as the guest of King Has- 
san and has been in the Bahamas 
since March 30 with his family. 

But the Shah has said be is in foe 
Islands fora “brief visit" and will 
be leaving soon. There has been 
speculation he is looking for a 
permanent home and is just wait- 
ing for the Mexican government to 
approve his residence there. 

The revolutionary government 
of Ayatollah Khomeini, however, 
has demanded the Shah be 
retnmed to Iran to face charges of 
crimes against the people during 
his reign. 



ANKARA, April 21 (R) —Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit has 
asked the Confederation of Revolutionary Trade Unions (DISK) to 
review its decision to hold a May Day rally in Istanbul in defianoe of a 
martial law prohibition. 

Speaking after his weekly meeting with President Fahri 
Koruturk Friday Ecevit said the martial law prohibition would cover 
the May 1 rally as well as all others, provided military control is 
further extended beyond its presenr expiry date of April 26. 

Ecevit said he believed that foe executives of DISK, the coun- 
try's second largest labor organization with nearly one million mem- 
bers, would respect the impartial implementation of foe martial law. 

But DISK leaders have already said they will hold the rally in 
Istanbul's main Taksim Square “at all costs." 

A May Day tally at foe same spot two years ago ended in the 
killing of more than 40 persons when unknown gunmen opened fire 
on the crowds from surrounding rooftops. 

The Turkish cabinet is to meet on Thursday to decide whether 
martial law should remain in force in 13 of the country’s 67 provinces 
for a further two months. 

Ecevit said the labor confederation was free to organize a rally in 
any city which is not under martial law. 

The Istanbul martial law tribunal has started investigations to 
decide whether DISK Secretary-General Fehmi Isiklar should be 
charged with “inciting the people to disregard the laws." 

In a separate development, Turkish Foreign Minister Gunduz 
okcun. .. arrived in Abu Dhabi Saturday for talks wifo foe leaders of 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE). 

The official Emirates News Agency WAM said discussions will 
cover bilateral relations and the Middle East situation. 

WAM said Okcun’ s three-day visit to the UAE was pan of a 
Gulf tour. 

Earlier this week, Turkey opened its first diplomatic mission in 
Abu Dhabi while a Turkish parliamentary delegation toured the 
Gulf states.

The Ha Lung was anchored off 
a small island, some two miles 
southwest of Hong Kong, after it 
forced its way into the colony’s 
waters last Sunday in defiance of 
government warnings. 
Authorities refused to let the 
refugees land. 

A spokesman said the govern- 
ment reversed its decision early 
Saturday after finding that the 
vessel was “ grossly over- 
crowded ” and its “ unseaworthi- 
ness. ”

health conditions on board were at 
present satisfactory, the gross 
overcrowding could lead to a

Thais hold first poll 
since military’s coup 


.... BANGKOK, April 21 (AP) — 
. Candidates made last-ditch efforts 
to woo voters and the mili tary and 
police stood by to safeguard 
remote polling areas Saturday on 
the eve of Thailand's general elec- 
tion. 

The election is an important but 
' limited step toward democracy. 

Voters will go to the polls to 
choose among 1,624 candidates 
for the Lower House of Represen- 
tatives, dissolved when a civilian 
government was overthrown by a 
military coup in October 1976. 

Candidates from 37 parties and 
699 independents are allowed to 
campaign until 6 p.m. Saturday. 
Everyone, including the media, is 
banned under provisions of the 
election law from giving any form 
of publicity, including the putting 
up of posters and the distribution 
of leaflets, after that time. 

The Thai armed forces are on 
alert to protect polling places in 
remote districts where communist 
insurgents have reportedly 
threatened to disrupt the election. 
Helicopters have been enlisted to 
assist election officials in trans- 
porting ballots from remote places 
to provincial election centers. 

Police have voiced concern over 
violence in Petchaburi Province 


where a confrontation is expected 
between a group of students and 
one of the independent candi- 
dates, Col. Narong Kittikachorn, 
the son of Field Marshal Thanom 
— considered one of the influen- 
tial figures in military and business 
circles. 

It is Naron£s first attempt to 
enter politics after living in exile 
for three years when his father’s 
military regime was overthrown 
by students and civilian groups in 
October 1973. 

Narong’ s canvasser and a 
candidate of the Social Party were 
killed while campaigning in 
Petchaburi. It is an area well 
known for hired gunmen and law- 
lessness.

Refugees flee to Thailand 

Pol Pot rebels seen hit hard 


BANGKOK, April 21 (AP) — 
Major Vietnamese military opera- 
tions have seriously battered the 
guerrillas of the toppled Cambo- 
dian regime and some analysts 
believe they are now making their 
last effective stand along the 
Thai- Cambodian border. 

Thousands of soldiers and 
civilians still loyal to ex- Premier 
Pol Pot have fled into Thailand in 
recent days in face of pressure 
from the Vietnamese and Cambo- 
dian soldiers of the new Phnom 
Penh regime. A thousand fled into 
Thailand Thursday and nearly 200 
wounded struggled across the 
frontier Friday. 

Military analysts here note that 
there has been a sharp drop in the 
level of fighting recently in eastern 
Cambodia and in central pro- 
vinces like Kompong Speu, Takeo 
and Kompong Cbhnang that had 
been seriously contested by the 
warring sides. The Vietnamese, 
the sources say, have also virtually 
destroyed the Pol Pot organiza- 
tion in northern parts of the coun- 
try. 

Some Indochina watchers cau- 
tion that the Vietnamese, who are 
doing the bulk of the fighting, are 
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still in for a rough time when they 
try to clear the rugged areas of 
southwestern Cambodia. 

The fighting along the Thai 
frontier has to date been concen- 
trated along Highway Eve and 
south of the key border town of 
Poipet, areas from which most of 
the Pol Pot people have fled into 
Thailand. But still to subdue is the 
region south of Poipet — around 
the gem-mining town of Paflin and 
the Cardamon Mountains which 
are the traditional home of Cam- 
bodian insuigents. 

“The remarkable thin g is that 
the hard core of the Pol Pot people 
have held together,” said one 
European diplomat this week. 
“But they are alienated from the 
masses in Combodia. When one of 
them gets killed there won't be 
any others to replace him.” 

Cambodian refugees inter- 
viewed in Thailand recently 
unanimously expressed hatred for 
the Pol Pot regime, even though 
they distrusted their traditional 
enemies, the Vietnamese, and 
regarded the new Cambodian 
Government of President Heng 
S amrin as totally propped up by 
Hanoi. 

Analysts in Bangkok following 
the situation in Cambodia say 
.^Hanoi has every reason to want to 
^crush the Pol Pot forces quickly.

Disposal of atomic waste 
viewed in new U.S. study 


WASHINGTON, April 21 
(AP) — Radioactive wastes from 
nuclear power plants can be dis- 
posed of safety in various ways, 
but burial in rock or salt forma- 
tions “has an edge over other 
options,” a major U.S. govern- 
ment study said Friday. 

The study, an environmental 
impact statement issued tty the 
Department of Energy, said the 
United States’ 25-year accumula- 
tion of commercial nuclear wastes 
can be junked with little harm to 
the environment or risk to health. 

And, it claimed that nuclear 
wastes in general pose less risk 
than some “toxic non-radioactive 
chemicals now being handled 
routinely by $ 0061 /' like barium, 
arsenic, chlorine and ammonia. 

The study said most waste dis- 
posal options being considered — 
including disposing of wastes in 
space by shooting them toward die 
sun or burying them beneath the 
ocean floor — pose little potential 
risk to the general population. 

“Thus, long-term risk is not a 
decisive factor’’ in deciding how to 
get rid of the wastes, the study 
said. 

“State of technology stands out 
as a major decisive, factor,, and the 
geologic disposal option has an

edge over other options.” it con- 
cluded. 

The study evaluated 10 nuclear 
waste disposal strategies — burial 
in rock or salt formations, burial 
after chemical treatment to make 
the waste chemically resemble 
rock, burial in holes several miles 
deep, mixing wastes with cement 
for injection into deep wells, bur- 
ial in melted rock, burial under 
ocean islands, burial under the 
ocean floor; placement in arctic or 
Antarctic ice sheets, transmuta- 
tion into less-radioactive wastes 
and shooting wastes into the sun. 

The study rated various features 
of each option on a scale of 1 to 5. 
For ‘status of technology,” burial 
in salt or rock formations got the 
h i g h es t rating, A 5, while “space 
disposal” ranked the lowest, A 1. 
The other eight strategies fell bet- 
ween these two extremes. 

For long-term safety, space dis- 
posal led the' field with A 5. Ice 
sheet and well injection rated A 1 . 
Burial in rock or salt formations 
earned A 3. 

The environmental impact 
statement is part of the govern- 
ment* s long-range program to find 
suitable ways of getting rid of 
spent jfoel rods and other nuclear 
wastes produced as part of the 
nation’s atomic power program. 

Most spent fuel rods are now 
stored in cooling ponds at the nuc- 
lear power plant where they were 
used.

enough numbers and continued 
fight ing in Cambodia might harm 
Vietnam' s position in the recently 
begun negotiations with China. 

A pacified Cambodiawonid rob 
China of a negotiating lever 
against Vietnam. 

The two countries are now hold- 
ing peace talks in Hanoi in the 
wake of their four-week war. A 
border dispute is the major bilat- 
eral issue but China is generally 
regarded to be more eager to get 
the Vietnamese out of former ally 
Cambodia. 

When the war with China ended 
in mid- March, intelligence 
sources here detected a major 
Vietnamese reinforcement in 
Cambodia with a bulk of the fresh 
forces going into western Cam- 
bodia and foe Thai border area. 

The Cambodian operation was 
from all indications given the 
highest priority bv Hanoi 

Reliable sources in Bangkok 
say that up to 30,000 Vietnamese 
troops were deployed in the offen- 
sive in western Cambodia, push- 
ing westwards toward the Thai 
frontier. 

The number of Pol Pot soldiers 
and czvxiiaiis now wedged against 
the frontier in foe Poipet area are 
variously estimated at between 
20,000 to 50,000. Some of the 
soldiers have not even readied 
their teens. 


WASHINGTON, April 21, (R) 
— The United States and Soviet 
Union hope to complete negotia- 
tions next week on a new treaty to 
curb the nuclear arms race, and to 
announce a mid-May summit. 

The treaty would be put before 
the U.S. Senate by June 1 , and the 
ratification battle of the decade 
will begin. 

Agendas similar to this have 
been drawn up and discarded for 
more than a year as the two sides 
have tackled various sticking 
points, only to have new problems 
arise or minor ones become major 
issues. 

Tins time, U.S. officials say, the 
long-awaited announcement on a 
new strategic arms limitation tre- 
aty, SALT n, could be delayed 
a gain — but not by more than a 
few days. 

So much of the treaty has 
already been revealed in leaks and 

announ cements during the SIX 
years of negotiations that revela- 
tion of its contents will be an anti- 
dimax. 

For this reason, the administra- 
tion's tentative plan is to 
announce the summit first, fol- 
lowed by details of the treaty. 

Even so, about the only surprise 
element will be the summit date 
and exact location. By protocol it 
is the turn of Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev to visit the United 
States as the last two summits 
were held in Moscow and Vla- 
divostok. 

But in view of Brezhnev's 
reported delicate health, the 
Soviet side is expected to request 
that the meeting be moved to 
Europe. That is probably where it 


will be held, U.S. officials mid. 

Brezhnev also prefers rail to air 
travel, making it likely that the 
location will be a neutral capital 
such as Vienna, Helsinki or 
Geneva. 

Enough preparations have been 
made already so that the summit 
could be held within three weeks 
of the time negotiations are com- 
pleted, officials said. 

The final round of talks has 
been held at the State Depanmem 
between Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Soviet Ambass ador 
' Anatoliy Dobrynin, whose arri- 
vals and departures are via the 
State Department- tmdergxouDd 
car park, which has been off-Kmits 
to reporters. 

With all the delays, the 
administration has had plenty of 
time to refine its strategy for sel- 
ling the treaty to two-thirds of the 

Senate and to the American public 
as well. 

The thrust of that strategy is to 
avoid “oversell.” 

The new accord replacing a 
five-year agreement signed by 
former President Richard Nixon 
in 1972, will not be described as 
the keystone to East- West detente 
or the harbinger of genuine arms 
control. 

“Nixon and (Secretary of State 
Henry) Kissinger overstated 
expectations for SALT 1 . We can- 
not make that mistake,” a senior 
State Department official said 

“Out arguments must be cred- 
ible. The question we want Con- 
gress to consider is whether we are 
more secure with iSALTT II than 
without,” he added.

(AP) — U.S. government officials 
may be ready next week to set a 
definite timetable for the long- 
awaited cold shutdown of the 
Three Mile Island nuclear power 
plant. 

The Nuclear. Regtdatoiyy 
Commission had been hedging its 
predictions for three weeks as 
technicians slowly inched from 
step to step, trying to get the over- 
heated reactor back under full 
control 

But early Friday the tempera- 
ture of the reactor's pressurized 
cording water went below tbe boil- 
ing point of water for tbe first 
time, and cold shutdown was said 
to depend only on completion of a 
huge m o dified plumbing system. 


“ I hope to be able to provide to 
you next week a timetable to 
accomplish that modification,” 
Victor Stello, NRC operations 
chief at tire site, said at a press 
conference Friday. 

He said the new plumbing sys- 
tem will allow pumps to be turned 
off so water can cool the core by 
natural circulation. 

While work toward cold shot- 
down crept forward, other pro- 
jects were apparently successful m 
sharply reducing the release of 
radioactive iodine from tbe dam- 
aged plant. 

“Over tbe past 24 hours ... 
There have been no measurable 
amounts of iodine off-site,” Stello 
said, although he said some iodine 
is sthl being released.

No other de tails were given on 
die raid, which was the first 
Rhodesian cross-border attack 
since the start of elections.

TITOGRAD, Yugoslavia, 
April 21 (R) — Schools and fac- 
tories have reopened in some, 
parts of earthquake-ravaged 
southern Yugoslavia where a 
steady flow of relief aid has 
enabled many people to resume 
normal life. 

Some of the region’ s biggest 
buildings, including several hotels, 
were damaged beyond repair by 
Sunday's quake which left 200 
dead, 80,000 homeless and caused 
an estimated $ 500 million dam- 
age. 

About 800 workers at Bejela s 
badly-hit shipyard returned to 
their jobs Friday to try to salvage 
what they could. At Tivat, schools 
and some factories reopened but 
in other towns, education will not 
resume till next week. Even then, 
some children will attend classes 
in tents. 

The first wedding since the 
quake struck the region took place 
in sunshine Friday at Herceg Novi 
afte r two days of heavy rain which 
added to the distress erf the 
thousands of homeless living in 
tents. 

Work has also started on the 
restoration of cultural and histori- 
cal monuments, including the 
Adriatic coastal area's medieval 
monasteries, Venetian palaces 
and old libraries in the walled city 
of Kotor. The city's 12th century 
cathedralremained miraculously 
intact amid the debris. 

West Germany announced Fri- 
day that it was sending a complete 
improvized hospital with 210 beds 


to Kotor and American transports 
were flying in almost 120 tons of 
equipment. Further aid has been 
sene by many other countries. 

The Turkitii Red Crescent Soc- 
iety announced it would send $ 
120,000 worth of supplies. 

Officials said the flow of aid by 
land, sea and air was helping peo- 
ple to attempt to resume their 
normal lives. 


Among the last people to be 
reached after the earthquake were 
the villagers of Medjurec. Army 
helicopters were prevented from 
reaching them by the village's 
being in a narrow gorge. 

A police helicopter managed to 
evade strong air currents to land in 
the village Friday and evacuate a 
man with a broken spine and

Norway rejects protests 
from Soviets on defense 


OSLO, April 21 (R)— Norway 
has rejected two Soviet notes, 
expressing concern at plans for 
stocking Allied .military equip- 
ment on Norwegian territory in 
peacetime and at Norway’s par- 
ticipation in NATO’s new air- 
borne early warning system. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
said Friday the Soviet government 
had asked whether this indicated 
that Norway was changing its pol- 
icy that no -Allied bases would be 
established in Norway in peace. 

Foreign Minister Knut Fryden- 
ltmd Friday called Soviet Ambas- 
sador A. Kirichenko to the Fore- 
ign Ministry and told him the type 
of planned pre-stocking of Allied 
equipment was fully in line with 
current policy and Norway had no 
plans to alter this policy. 

March 29 a Soviet note expre- 
ssed concern at Norwegian par- 
ticipation in AW ACS, the air- 
borne warning and control system 


which NATO decided to intro- 
duce last November. 

Frydenlond told the ambas-

The traditional Saudi policy of not replying to unfair and 
malicious attacks against the country has been successful time 
and again in the past. It was articulated by King Abdul Aziz 
himself and perfected by King Faisal. The idea behind main- 
taining the silence has been that if campaigns are allowed to 
run their length, they will fizzle out and the lies and deceit 
become clear without need to refute them. 

This time, however, it may be wise to reply. The slander 
campaign against Saudi Arabia and its leaders is directly 
related to this country's rejection of the Middle East initiative 
which culminated in the peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. The parties which hammered out the initiative must 
have calculated from the start that Saudi Arabia's support was 
essential for success and must have gambled that despite any 
public Saudi statement to the contrary, this country will go 
along in the end. This country has not gone along and will 
never do. The perpetrators of the Initiative have been bitten. 

Needless to say, Saudi Arabia has not been the only 
sufferer. Every Arab country which has stood bravely against 
the peace treaty has come under attack. We are required to 
believe, for example, that King Hussein of Jordan has had a 
big quarrel with his brother, Crown Prince Hassan (the 
Amman government has been forced to deny the rumors). But 
the campaign against Saudi Arabia remains the most violent 
because Saudi Arabia is the most important factor in the fight 
to make the treaty pass and in view of the added weight of oil 
where the Saudis have also refused to sacrifice their national 
interests meaninglessly. 

A reply is also needed because the people behind the 
slander campaign may otherwise form the wrong impression 
that they have scared Saudi Arabia away from its national 
role, or really believe the lies they are disseminating them- 
selves. The only reply is the simplest: There are no troubles or 
problems in Saudi Arabia and there are no disagreements 
over policy. T f 'here had been problems, Crown Prince Fahd 
would not have .*cen convalescing in Spain from the simple 
ailment of overwork. (In the same vein, if there had been 
trouble in Jordan King Hussein would not have taken a pri- 
vate holiday in London and later went to Switzerland for 
skiing). Those behind the campaign do not seem to know that 
work has followed Prince Fahd to Spain. He still reads official 
papers daily, he has not given up anything for anyone. 

One last word for all honest Arabs: Do not worry. Arab 
countries are stronger than to be affected by an article written 
by a Zionist in a pro-Zionist newspaper. The national attitude 
of Arab governments outside Egypt has gained them addi- 
tional popular support. This attitude will not change by threats 
or inducements because national interests are not up for sale 
and national rights are not offered for a short or long lease. 


Before condemning Saad Had-

What can be done 
about ‘FreeLebanon’?

TYRE, Lebanon — 

Lebanon has shrunk a little and, strategically, Israel's defense 
lines have grown a little with the declaration of a secessionist “Free 
Lebanon" by rightist militias south of here. 

As things stand, only the Israelis, mentors of Maj. Saad Had- 
dad's rightist forces, have the strength to persuade him to undo his 
final break from Beirut, a step Tel Aviv seems unlikely to take in foe 
near future. 

“Free Lebanon" is something of a diplomatic oddity. Recog- 
nized by no one, without a formal political administration anrf heavily 
dependent on Israel, its status is underpinned only by the stubborn 
Israeli-supplied firepower of Haddad’s several hundred militiamen. 

But no one to their immediate north, where United Nations and 


guns, to challenge Haddad and weld “ Free Lebanon" back to foe rest 
of this strife-torn country. 

Measuring nine to 15 kilometers wide and 48 to 64 kilometers 
long, Haddad's strip of land came under his control a year ago as 
Israeli troops withdrew from their invasion of south Lebanon, hand- 
ing over what is now “Free Lebanon" to foe rightists. 

Reports from the area which has an estimated population of 
100,000 indicate that it has since developed dose economic, political 
and military ties with Israel. 

The Israeli pound is said to be as valid a currency as Lebanese 
money in the stores there, where a mixed range of Lebanese and 
Israeli goods are on sale. 

The 155mm guns and Super-Sherman tanks with which Haddad 
keeps the rest of his country at bay are Israeli- supplied and. Western 
diplomatic sources say, be is in no position to defy Israel's wishes. 

His declaration, however, has taken his de facto secession a step 
further and some political observers fear he may now have set a 
precedent for other Lebanese rightists that could eventually lead to 
total partition of the country. 

Leading right-wingers in Beirut — itself in a state of unofficial 
partition between the east and the west of the city — have reacted 
cautiously falling short of condemning the major. 

One extreme rightist organization, the “Guardians of the 
Cedars" voiced outright support. 

But the embarrassing question now facing Beirut government 
leaders and the U.N. is: what can be done about “Free Lebanon?" 

Haddad has been cashierd from the Lebanese army and is to face 
trial on charges, including incitement to mutiny, that carry the death 
sentence. But this will be a trial in absentia and the measures seem 
unlikely to change his mind 

The 6,000 troops of UNIHl (United Nations ’. Interim 
Force in Lebanon) were deployed last year as the Israelis withdrew. 
But their peace-keeping mission bars them from offensive action to 
fulfil their initial mandate and advance to die Israeli border across 
“Free Lebanon." 

Haddad, supported by the Jewish state, has refused to let die 
U.N. move into his area. 

Under a U.N.-sponsored plan the newly-rebuilt Lebanese army 
sent 500 men to south Lebanon last Wednesday, galvanizing Haddad 
into declaring “Free Lebanon" — a gesture of defiance against the 
army’s mission to re-establish a government presence in the south. 

The Lebanese contingent appeared to have no armaments to 
match Haddad’s artillery and foe rebel major lost no time in demons- 
trating his military supremacy. 

As the Lebanese column rumbled towards its headquarters at 
Derdghaiya, rightist gunners let off a salvo of shellfire that briefly 
pinned down the column as Lebanese troops scattered to take over in 
a grassy gully. 

Playing a grim duet, Israeli 175mm guns with a range of 32 ferns 
opened up simultaneously to pound Palestinian targets near here. 

A day later the rightists, angered by the death of one of their 
men in a fight with U.N. troops, blazed away in their most ferocious 
artillery barrage to date, hammering U.N. headquarters at 
Naquoura, on the Israel- Lebanon border south of here. Eight U.N. 
troops were wounded. 

The outcome of it all is that south Lebanon is firmly divided into 
three distinct layers run ning s outh to north from the Israeli border: 
“Free Lebanon,” the UNIHL area and a belt of land controlled by 
Palestinians and their Lebanese leftist allies. 

For Israel “Free Lebanon" represents a worthwhile strategic 
buffer against Palestinian infiltration, extending the Jewish state's 
defense lines to the north of its border. 

Israeli troops have regularly been seen alongside Haddad’s 
militiamen, resupplying and manning posts close to UNIFEL lines, 
UN. sources say. 

For Beirut, the secession means a further challenge to a central 
government whose powers have, been diluted by four years of civil 
strife that have turned the country into a patchwork of zones of 
influence under armed groups. 

Some 30,000 Syrian troops are still based in Lebanon in the 
Syrian-dominated Arab League Deterrent Force (ADF). Elsewhere 
Palestinians, Lebanese leftists, right-wing militiamen and semi-feudal 
warlords run their separate fiefdoms. 

In the midst of all this, Lebanese villagers struggle to return to a 
semblance of normal life. Taxis still ply the battered highways of 
south Lebanon, children play in village squares and shepherds tend 
their flocks in lush valleys surrounds! by terraced hills. 

Yellow spring flowers have blossomed in profusion under cloud, 
less skies, a pastoral idyll all too frequently shattered by the whistl fr- 
aud- thump of incoming shellfire. (R) 



Peace treaty or arms agreement ?

BEIRUT - 

The Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty that set off a wave of euphoria 
in America, Egypt and Israel has generated a mood of failure, deep 
anger at the United States and gloom here with predictions that it will 
fall apart of its own accord or succumb to sabotage from its enemies. 

A small indication of the distress the Arabs feel was foe huge 
explosion that wiped out most of the first and second floors of the 
o fficial Ame rican John F. Kennedy Library and Cultural Center here 
last week. 

Org anize d Palestinian groups, including the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization and its satellites, disclaimed responsibility, but 
some privately expressed impatient sympathy with those who 
planted die explosives. 

“It was a stupid, stupid act," said Bassam Abu Sharif, spokes- 
man of the radical Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine. “It 
was very well known that the Kennedy Center was sitting here in the 
middle of our forces and we never touched it." He said the same 
condemnation of unknown gunmen who hit the American embassy 
with two rocket-propelled grenades here two weeks ago. 

Obviously irritated by foe attack, as were mote moderate PLQ 
officials, Abu Sharif explained that despite Palestinian statement^ s 
that American “ targets’' would be fair game after the signing of the 
Isradi-Egyptian peace treaty, the Palestinian organizations have set 
their sights on Arab — not American — targets. 

. “We will strike the interests of the Arab reactionaries," Abu 
Sharif said. 

The Kennedy Center bombing was dismissed by all of the major 
Palestinian commando groups as the work of frustrated factions not 
clued in to the strategy of the major groups. 

Abu Sharif acknowledged that stepped- up commando activity 
in Israel, which included the death of a four-man PLO team near the 


northern Jordanian-IsraeU border on Easter Sunday,, remains foe 
main thrust of the Palestinian movement and “win escalate." 

“It is not a secret that we have agreed (in the PLO) to escalate 
operations in the occupied territories. We will instigate mass political 
protests and we will run militar y operations against them," he said. 

But Abu Sharif carefully ruled out direct attacks against Ameri- 
cans living and working in the Middle East “ We differentiate bet- 
ween American individuals whom we tike — ordinary Americans 
who come to this part of the world to work — and American com- 
panies who come to exploit ns," he said. 

As spokesman for PFLP leader Dr. George Habash, Abu Sharif 
said future “operations” would aim for Arab regimes that have 
leaned toward “ the American administration." He added that even 
though King Hussein of Jordan has joined the front of 18 Arab 
countries that have rejected Sadaf s peace initiative with foe Israelis, 
his credentials among the other rejectionist Arabs are “short lived.” 

Although Abu Sharif’s views admittedly were those of the 
radical left wing of the PLO, they appeared to be shared by more 
moderate Palestinians and oilier Arabs here who asked not to be 
quoted. 

“We have had our fights with Habash and his PFLP and ideolog- 
ically we will always be miles apart," said one, “but the Sadat-Begin 
treaty has pulled us together more tightly than we ever have been. 
We agreed that there will be an explosion soon in an Arab country, 
maybe Egypt, maybe the Sudan, but somewhere that the regime still 
works with the American-Israeli alliance." 

“The treaty that Sadat has made is an arms agreement with 
America, not a peace,” said a Lebanese politician who in the past has 
opposed PLO activities in his war- tom dbuntry. “ It just doesn’ t wash 
with the rest of us, because all it does is get things back for Egypt; 
nothing else. The other Arab countries, and especially the Palesti- 
nians, will not buy it no matter how much you sugar-coat it,” —

Russians set on Cam Ranh Bay

LOS ANGELES - 

Less than three weeks ago a Soviet naval force — a guided- 
missile cruiser, a guided- missile frigate and a minesweeper — drop- 
ped anchor in Cam Ranh Bay. 

The Soviet naval presence at Cam Ranh Bay, together with 
other incidents, contributed to a growing suspicion among military 
analysts that the Soviet navy will be granted the use of Vietnamese 
ports in return for supplying the military hardware that helped Hanoi 
win the Vietnam War and, more recently, stand off the Chinese. 

“What the Russians really covet is Cam Ranh Bay,” an Ameri- 
can military specialist said. “If they get Cam Ranh, we'll have a whole 
new ball game.” 

Cam Ranh Bay is one of the finest natural anchorages in East 
Asia. When the Americans were in Vietnam, they liked it so much 
they spent hundreds of millions of dollars building it up into a huge 
supply complex complete with piers, warehouses, unloading f acilities 
and an adjacent airfield. 

Speculation that Hanoi might let the Soviets establish a naval 
base there has circulated ever since the communist defeat of South 
Vietnam in 1975. It was revived with the Soviet-backed Vietnamese 
conquest of Cambodia in January, which triggered China's punitive 
mflimiy expedition into Vietnam in February. 

Up to now the prevailing view was that the fiercely independent 
Vietnamese would never allow any foreign power, including the 
Soviet Union, a military base in Vietnamese territory. Diplomatic 
sources here have suggested that Hanoi might offer foe Soviets foe 
Cambodian port of Kompong Som, formerly Sihanoukvflle, as a 
substitute for Cam Ranh Bay. 

But this thinking has given ground to the question of whether — 


granted Hanoi s debt to and continued dependence on Moscow — 
the Vietnamese can afford to refuse the Russians. . 

Analysts pointed out that Hanoi could not have won the Viet- 
nam war without a massive infusion of military hardware, that Soviet 
aid was vital to Hanoi in fending off die Chinese, that the Soviet 
Union continues to be Vietnam's sole source of military supplies, and 
that Hanoi* s invasion of Cambodia not only isolated it from the rest 
of Southeast Asia but cancelled any immediate hope of support, 
moral or otherwise, from the West. 

“ Hanoi and Moscow are using each other for their own national 
interests,” a Bangkok- based Western diplomat said. “ Their* s is an 
alliance based on mutual need. 

“Ideology has very little to do with ft. The Russians need a 
Vietnam-dominated Indochina on China's southern flank because 
they want a counter to the Chinese threat to their border. The 
Vietnamese need Russia to protect them against the Chinese and also 
to consolidate their Indochina empire. 

“But the Vietnamese need the Russians more than the Russians 
need them. Given tins Vietnamese dependence, the Russians are in a 
position to do some arm-twisting if they want to.” 

Use of Cam Ranh Bay would literally give the Soviet navy’s 
75-ship Pacific Fleet the warm water port ft has dreamed about 
Soviet Far Eastern ports are so far north they are frozen over during 
the winter and must be kept open with ice-breakere. 

“Roughly speaking, it would be something like pulling the cork 
out of the bottle," one military analyst said. “Of course, Soviet slops 
have been operating in southern waters for years, and at any 
yotfU find 25 or more of them cruising the Indian Ocean. 

“But they’re a long way from home. Cam Ranh would cut their 
fostance roughly in half. Then they would really be in business.” —

Market ends week with small gain 


BRUSSELS, April 21 (AP) — 
Crude steel production in the 
countries reporting to the Interna- 
tional Steel Institute rose 10.1 per 
cent last month compared with 
March 1 978, the institute said Fri- 
day. 

Total steel output in March 
reached 42.7 million metric tons 
compared to 38.7 million tons in 
March 1978, According to the 
institute. March production was 
up 83 per cent compared to Feb- 
ruary, the institute added. 

Among nations reporting to the 
Steel Institute are the United 
States Japan, the nine Common 
Market nations, plus a number of 
Asian and Latin American coun- 


tries. 

The figures spell good news for 
steel nations winch have had to cut 
their output and (ay off workers as 
a result of a steady decline in 
demand in recent years. Last 
month's production was the high- 
est since late 1974 when an 
economic slowdown sparked by 
the energy crisis gripped many 
countries. 

Common Market Industry 
Commissioner Etienne Davigoon 
recently announced the streamlin- 
ing of the Common Market steel 
industry — an effort that is 
expected to phase out some 
80,000 jobs by 1985. 

The United States showed the 


largest steel production increase 
last month ( 14 per cent compared 
with March 1978), followed by 
Japan (11-6 per cent) and the 
European community (6.1 per 
cent), a spokesman said. 


SAPELO ISLAND, April 21 
(AP) — U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter will not back down from his 
demand for a 50 per cent tax on 
the “windfall profit:?' ofl com- 
panies will get when price controls 
on domestic crude are lifted, his 
chief spokesman says. 

White House Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said Thursday the 
administration believes Congress 
will pass the tax despite opposition 
from the oil companies. Consulta- 
tions with congressmen, he said, 
“continue to show increasing sup- 
port for this measure." 

A White House official, who (fid 
not wish to be identified, said oil 
companies realize they won’t be 
able to block the tax entirely and 
are shifting strategy to try to lower 
the tax level.

Four Soviet Jews freed after nine years 


KEMONL Uganda, April 21 
(Agencies) — Tanzanian troops 
Saturday advanced warily on the 
strategic Ugandan town of Jinja 
after refugees said they believed 
ousted President Idi Amin was 
there with 1.000 loyal soldiers 
who were reportedly butchering 
civilians. 

Refugees fleeing from the town, 
east of Kampala, said they had not 
spoken to anyone who had seen 
Amin in Jinja but everyone 
believed he was there. 

They said the town looted bare, 
without water and electricity and 
the streets were littered with corp- 
ses of towns people shot by 
Amin's Nubian troops. 

The Nile Gorge separates Jinja 
from the army of Tanzanian 
troops and returned Ugandan 
exiles which captured Kampala 10 
days ago. ousting Amin and instal- 
ling a new government. 

The field marshal said earlier in 
the six-month Ugandan was be 
would make a last stand in Jinja if 
Kampala fell. 

This would make sound military 
sense. Jinja straddles the vital 
supply route from landlocked 
Uganda to the port of Mombasa 
on Kenya's Indian Ocean coast.

The, fleeing refugees said a 
helicopter kept flying in and out of 
the Eagle Gaddafi battalion bar- 
racks near the town. Only Amin 
had been known to use a helicop- 
ter. 

A fleet of limousines, which 
brought him from Kampala, was 
also in Jinja, they said. 


Tanzanian officers said they 
expected to be in Jinja this 
weekend' on the slow, methodical 
advance into areas where Amin's 
men are still operating. Friday 
refugees urged the new Kampala 
government to speed up the 
advance into areas where large- 
scale massacres were taking place. 

In the latest reported incident 
150 civilians fleeing in lorries to 
Kenya were said to have been lol- 
led in an ambush, five kilometers 
from the border town of Busia. 

Musoke claimed the Amin 
troops were stealing crvflians’ 
clothes from their backs in Jinja, 
along with their identity cards, 
apparently in readiness to strip off 
their uniforms and flee into the 
bosh. 

They were stopping people 
leaving Jinja to prevent informa- 
tion reaching the Tanzanian 
spearhead, which Friday night 
brought Chinese-built T-54 
medium tanks up from Kampala 
for a thrust to the dam. 

Radio Kampala made no men- 
tion of the military situation. It 
told Kampalans they should take 
empty beer bottles to police sta- 
tions or government offices if they 
couldn't get them back to stores. 

The government station, moni- 
tored in Nairobi, said later Satur- 
day that the Union Jack had been 
hoisted at the British High Com- 
mission building, officially ending 
three years of broken diplomatic 
relations between Britain and its 
former colony. 

A five-man American diploma- 
tic team was due in the city Mon- 
day to start restoring operations in 
Uganda. The- Americans closed 
their embassy in 1973 as a protest 
against Amin’s human rights 
policies, but never broke diploma- 
tic relations. 

Eleven days after Tanzanian 
troops first entered the city, the 
station was still broadcasting 
appeals for an end to looting. 

Defense Minister Yoweri 
Museveni called the looting “a 
sign of the decadence of Ugandan 
society, the state of fear and the 
dehumanization brought about by 
Idi Amin."

Five other persons convicted of 
the hijacking attempt in Lening- 
rad cm June 17, 1970, are still in 
jafl, serving terms ranging from 12 
to 15 years. 

Soviet dissidents said Brezh- 
nev s action, along with the grant- 
ing of visas to several Jews in 
Leningrad, Moscow and Kiev, 
were linked to a visit here by a 
delegation of U.S. congressmen. 

Activist Yelena Sakharov said 
the pardons were issued because 
Soviet leaders “want most- 
favored- nation status” for trade 
with the United States. Mrs. 
Sakharov, wife of dissident leader 
Andrei Sakharov, said the Krem- 
lin has been unhappy about trade 
restrictions imposed by the United 
States because of the Soviets' pol- 
icy toward Jewish emigration. 

Zalmanson, 39, said he and 
three other prisoners Boris Pen- 
Son, 33. Anatoly Altman, 36, and 
Leib Khnokh, 35 — were set free 
Thursday after a release order was 
signed by Brezhnev as head of the 
Supreme Soviet. They’ are from 
Riga. 

Zalmanson said be did not 
know if the fifth man, Higel But- 
man, 46. of Leningrad, had yet 
been released, but Jewish sources 
in London said Butman tele- 
phoned relatives and told them be 
was free. 

Twenty-six persons were con- 
victed in four trials of attempting 
to hijack a plane from Leningrad's 
Smolny Airport to Sweden, and 
21 have now been freed. They had 
planned the hijacking after 
requests for exit visas were 
refiised. 

Zalmanson said authorities 
were “doing all they can to speed 
and ease the formalities’' to issue 
visas now. He declined to specu- 
late on the reason for the pardons. 
“Nobody expected them. Nobody 
asked for them,” he said.
